Editorial — BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
Though the air is filled with par­ 
tisan boosts and criticisms of the 
performance of the 83rd Congress, 
most impartial observers are con­ 
cluding that its record was on the 
whole a creditable one.

tigations are taken srrlo account. 
Being a Republican Congress un­ 
der a Republican President,

one must be gauged partly by what 
it did with President Eisenhower’s 
legislative proposals. 
The White 
House claim of an .896 batting av­ 
erage may be somewhat extrava­ 
gant, but it is clear the President 
did get a good share of his pro­ 
gram enacted. 
On the domestic side. Congress

have a chance of being enforced. 
It approved broader

Union Fights 
Extension of 
A-lnjundion 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn. <U.P) 
_ A 
union attorney asked Federal Judge 
Robert Taylor today to deny the 
government an extension of an in­ 
junction forbidding a strike of 4,500 
CIO atomic production workers at 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., and 
Paducah, 
Ky., plants. 
Atty. Benjamin Sigal of Wash­ 
ington, representing the Gas, Coke 
and Chemical Workers union, main 
taincd the government's petition 
for a full 80 day injunction under 
the Taft-Hartley Act is invalid. 
He said 
President 
Eisenhower 
waited 32 days before ordering the 
injunction suit filed after receiv­ 
ing a report from a board of in­ 
quiry that the strike at the two 
atomic plants would endanger the 
national safety. 
The attorney said in previous 
cases where Taft-Hartley 
injunc 
tions were sought, the President 
acted within one or two days after 
receipt of the board’s findings. 
Government 
Atty. 
Edward 
ll 
Dickey countered that it is “ridic­ 
ulous” to try to force a timetable 
on tho President under which he 
must act in strikes affecting the 
national safety. 
He said the law 
leaves the matter to the President s 
discretion. 
Today’s hearing was on whether 
to extend a temporary injunction 
granted by Taylor Aug. l l when 
the union threatened a strike in 
its demand for a 15-eent hourly 
wage increase. 
Carbide and Car­ 
bon Chemicals, the company which 
operates the Oak Ridge and Pa­ 
ducah plants for the government, 
offered only 6 cents.

A tropical storm of near hurri­ 
cane force gathered strength today 
off the Florida coast and vicious 
winds and torrential rains battered 
parts of the Midwest. 
The Atlantic storm, located about 
320 miles east of Jacksonville, Fla., 
packed winds of 65 to 70 miles per 
hour, but its northward course was 
slowed to a near halt.
